“GRAZING  ACT.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of 
(he  “Grazing  Act,”  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  of  the  following  regulations: — 

REGULATIONS. 

(Pursuant  to  the  Provisions  of  the  “  Grazing  Act, 
R.S.B.G.  1921,,  Chapter  100.) 


Application. 

Regulation  No.  1. — These  regulations  shall  apply 
to  the  Crown  range  within  every  grazing  district 
constituted  under  the  “  Grazing  Act.” 

Administration. 

Regulation  No.  2. — For  the  purpose  of  making 
the  best  possible  use  of  a  Crown  range  in  the 
promotion  of  live-stock  raising,  the  Minister  of 
Lands  may,  in  his  discretion  : — 

(a.)  Apportion  the  Crown  range  between  the 
users  or  groups  of  users  thereof : 

(6.)  Determine  the  class  or  classes  of  animals 
and  the  number  thereof  which  may  be  de¬ 
pastured  on  the  Crown  range  or  any  part 
thereof : 

(c.)  Establish  grazing  periods  for  the  Crown 
range  or  any  part  thereof,  and  from  time  to 
time  close  the  range  or  any  part  thereof 
and  prohibit  the  depasturing  of  animals 
thereon,  in  order  to  prevent  the  deteriora¬ 
tion  or  destruction  of  the  range : 

(d.)  Divide  the  Crown  range  into  areas  for  the 
purpose  of  the  separate  or  exclusive  admin¬ 
istration  and  use  of  any  area  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  an  approved  live-stock  association 
or  otherwise : 

(e.)  Provide  for  the  issuance  of  grazing  permits, 
and  prescribe  the  form  and  conditions 
thereof : 

(/.)  Assign  to  any  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  such  duties  as  may  be  considered 
necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of 
the  Crown  range : 

(g.)  Delegate  to  any  approved  live-stock  associa¬ 
tion  such  powers  as  are  necessary  or  con¬ 
venient  for  the  effectual  protection,  man¬ 
agement,  and  improvement  of  the  Crown 
range  or  any  part  thereof. 

Grazing  Permits. 

Regulation  No.  3. —  (1.)  Any  person  desiring  to 
use  the  Crown  range  for  grazing  purposes  in  any 
year  may  make  application  for  a  grazing  permit 
entitling  him  to  depasture  animals  thereon,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Grazing  Act  ”  and  these 
regulations  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
grazing  permit.  Every  person  claiming  priority 
under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the  “  Grazing 
Act  ”  in  the  granting  of  grazing  permits  shall  file 
his  application  for  a  grazing  permit  with  the 
Department  of  Lands  not  later  than  the  first  day 
of  March  in  each  year,  and  shall  state  in  the 
application  the  grounds  on  which  he  claims 
priority. 

(2.)  Where  the  application  for  a  grazing  permit 
is  approved  by  the  Department  of  Lands,  the  ap¬ 
proving  officer  may  require  the  applicant  to  give 
at  least  ten  days’  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise  to 
the  nearest  officer  of  the  Forest  Branch  of  that 
Department  before  proceeding  to  depasture  any 
animal  on  the  Crown  range  under  the  permit. 
When  so  directed  by  any  officer  of  the  Forest 
Branch,  the  applicant  or  the  holder  of  a  grazing 
permit  shall  make  satisfactory  provision  for  having 
all  his  animals  counted  by  an  officer  of  the  Forest 
Branch  either  before  or  after  they  are  turned  out 
on  the  range,  and  the  issuance  of  the  grazing  permit 
may  be  withheld  until  such  provision  for  a  count 
is  made. 

(3.)  Where  the  grazing  conditions  in  respect  of 
the  use  of  any  Crown  range  have  become  sufficiently 
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settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Lands, 
he  may  in  his  discretion  authorize  the  issuance  of 
grazing  permits  for  terms  not  exceeding  ten  years, 
subject  to  the  payment  each  year  of  grazing  fees 
at  the  prescribed  rates  in  respect  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  animals  covered  by  the  permit;  and  no 
reduction  of  fees  shall  be  made  for  any  decrease  in 
the  number  of  animals  depastured  by  the  holder  of 
the  permit,  unless  the  decrease  is  occasioned  by 
circumstances  satisfactox-y  to  the  Minister  and  the 
reduction  is  approved  by  him  in  writing.  Any 
increase  in  the  number  of  animals  depastured  by 
the  holder,  if  approved  by  the  Minister,  may  be 
covered  by  annual  grazing  permits  or  by  a  special 
permit  for  the  balance  of  the  term  covered  by  the 
original  permit. 

(4.)  Except  in  the  case  of  free  or  partially  free 
grazing  permits  issued  pursuant  to  section  7  of  the 
“  Grazing  Act  ”  or  pursuant  to  Regulation  No.  5 
and  special  permits  issued  under  clause  (6)  of  this 
regulation,  the  holder  of  every  grazing  permit  shall 
pay  to  the  Minister  of  Lands  in  inspect  of  the 
permit  and  the  depasturing  of  animals  thereunder 
fees  at  the  following  rates  :• — • 

(a.)  Cattle  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  a  month 
each,  with  a  maximum  of  fifty  cents  each 
per  annum : 

(6.)  Horses  at  the  rate  of  six  and  one-quarter 
cents  a  month  each,  with  a  maximum  of 
sixty-two  and  one-lxalf  cents  each  per 
annum : 

(c.)  Sheep  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-quarter 
cents  a  month  each,  with  a  maximum  of 
twelve  and  one-half  cents  each  per  annum. 

All  fees  shall  be  payable  upon  the  issuance  of  the 
grazing  permit,  and,  if  not  paid  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  October  of  the  year  in  which 
they  are  payable,  interest  on  the  amount  thereof  at 
the  rate  of  seven  per  centum  per  annum  from  that 
date  until  paid  shall  be  added  thereto  and  form 
part  of  the  fees  payable  in  respect  of  the  grazing 
permit.  No  reduction  or  rebate  in  fees  shall  be 
made  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister  of  Lands 
the  holder  of  the  permit  is  prevented  from  depastur¬ 
ing  cattle  pursuant  to  the  permit  by  circumstances 
beyond  his  control,  nor  unless  application  for  the 
reduction  or  rebate  is  made  immediately  after  such 
circumstances  have  arisen.  The  foregoing  fees 
shall  not  be  jxayable  in  respect  of  animals  under 
six  months  old  at  the  time  they  are  turned  on  the 
range  which  are  the  natural  increase  of  animals 
depastured  thereon  in  respect  of  which  fees  are 
payable. 

(5.)  In  co-opei-ating  with  a  live-stock  associa¬ 
tion  approved  in  respect  of  any  Crown  range  or 
area  pursuant  to  these  regulations,  a  condition  may 
be  inserted  in  all  grazing  permits  issued  in  respect 
of  that  range  or  area,  whether  to  members  of  the 
live-stock  association  or  to  other  persons,  that  the 
holder  shall  pay  to  the  live-stock  association  all 
dues  and  assessments  imposed  on  or  demanded  from 
the  holder  as  a  member  of  the  live-stock  associa¬ 
tion,  or  similar  dues  and  assessments  to  those 
which  may  be  imposed  on  or  demanded  by  the  live¬ 
stock  association  from  its  members,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenditures 
made  by  the  live-stock  association  in  the  protection, 
management,  or  improvement  of  the  range  or  area 
for  the  common  benefit  of  all  the  xisers  thereof. 

(6.)  Special  permits  may  be  issued  to  authorize 
the  driving  or  crossing  of  animals  over  any  Crown 
range  during  such  periods  and  subject  to  such  con¬ 
ditions  as  are  stated  in  the  permits. 

(7.)  Grazing  permits  shall  be  granted  only  for 
the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the  owner  of  the 
animals  covered  by  the  permit,  and  shall  not  be 
transferable  in  any  manner.  Every  grazing  permit 
shall  be  subject  to  cancellation  where  the  holder 
has  disposed  of  his  business  of  live-stock  raising, 
or  has  ceased  to  depasture  animals  thereunder; 
but  where  the  holder  has  sold  his  animals  or  part 
of  them  to  a  person  engaged  in  the  business  of 
live-stock  x’aising,  the  holder  may  with  the  consent 
of  the  Minister  of  Lands  surrender  his  permit  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  in  substitution  therefor  a 
grazing  permit  in  the  name  of  the  purchaser  or 
separate  grazing  permits  in  the  names  of  the  pur¬ 


chaser  and  the  former  holder  as  the  circumstances 
may  warrant. 

(S.)  The  Minister  of  Lands  may  order  the  revo¬ 
cation  of  any  grazing  permit  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  any  violation  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the 
permit  or  of  any  provision  of  these  regulations,  or 
any  direction  or  requirement  given  or  made  there¬ 
under. 

Live-stock  Associations. 

Regulation  No.  \ ). —  (1.)  Where  a  majority  in 
number  of  the  persons  using  any  Crown  range  or 
area  thereof  have  become  incorporated  into  a  live¬ 
stock  association  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  or 
improving  grazing  ranges  or  live  stock,  upon  the 
application  of  the  association  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory  to  the  Minister  of  Lands,  he  may  by  certifi¬ 
cate  in  writing  designate  that  association  as  an 
approved  live-stock  association  in  respect  of  the 
Crown  range  or  area  mentioned  in  the  certificate ; 
and  thereafter  the  advisory  committee  of  the  ap- 
proved  association  shall  be  consulted  in  the  framing 
of  special  regulations  for  that  Crown  range  or  area. 

(2.)  The  executive  officers  of  the  approved  live¬ 
stock  association,  or  such  members  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  as  they  may  appoint,  shall  constitute  an 
advisory  committee  for  the  purpose  of  consultation 
in  the  framing  of  special  regulations,  and  for  co¬ 
operating  with  the  officers  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  in  the  enforcement  and  carrying  into  effect 
of  all  regulations  applicable  to  the  Crown  range 
or  area  in  respect  of  which  the  association  was 
approved. 

Unfenced  Private  Lands. 

Regulation  No.  5. — The  Minister  of  Lands  may 
enter  into  administrative  arrangements  with  the 
owner  or  lessee  of  unfenced  privately  owned  lands 
adjoining  any  Crown  range  for  the  depasturing  in 
common  of  those  lands  and  the  Crown  range,  and 
for  the  granting  to  him  of  a  free  or  partially  free 
grazing  permit  for  the  depasturing  of  his  animals 
on  the  Crown  range,  subject  to  the  special  condition 
that  during  the  term  of  the  permit  the  animals  of 
other  persons  lawfully  depastured  on  the  Crown 
range  shall  be  allowed  to  run  in  common  over  the 
adjoining  unfenced  privately  owned  lands  aforesaid. 

Acts  of  Trespass. 

Regulation  No.  6. — -(1.)  The  following  acts  on 
the  part  of  any  person  are  defined  as  acts  of 
trespass  under  the  “  Grazing  Act  ”  : — 

(a.)  Driving  or  depasturing  any  animal  or  allow¬ 
ing  any  animal  owned  or  controlled  by  him 
to  be  upon  any  Crown  range,  unless  that 
animal  is  covered  by  a  grazing  permit 
issued  therefor  under  the  provisions  of 
these  regulations :

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  tlie  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks  dur¬ 
ing  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the 
next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
petition.

after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating 
to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills : 
Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  pro¬ 
posed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details, 
and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating 
the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted,  shall 
be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill  (copies 
of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of 
the  House).

digging  clams  and  catching  crabs  as  heretofore. 

Description. — All  and  singular  that  certain  parcel 
or  tract  of  land,  and  lands  covered  by  water, 
situated  in  Esquimalt  District,  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  which  lands  may  be  more  particularly 
described  as  follows :  Salt  Lagoon,  known  locally 
as  Esquimalt  Lagoon,  Coburg  Peninsula,  known 
locally  as  the  Lagoon  Sand  Spit;  also  a  strip  of 
land  three  hundred  feet  in  width  extending  inland 
from  high-water  mark  of  the  said  lagoon ;  all  as 
shown  on  a  map  of  Esquimalt  Harbour,  Vancouver 
Island,  Province  of  British  Columbia,  issued  in 
a.d.  1918-1919,  under  the  orders  of  the  Minister  of 
the  Naval  Service  of  Canada. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to 
order  that  the  killing,  hunting,  capturing,  injuring, 
taking,  or  molesting  of  migratory  game,  migratory 
insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  the 
taking,  injuring,  destruction,  or  molestation  of  (heir 
nests  or  eggs,  be  and  it  is  hereby  prohibited  at  all 
times  within  the  said  sanctuary.

WHEREAS  application  has  been  made  by  the 
Department  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  Hihium  Lake  Indian  Reserves  Numbers  6, 
6a,  and  6b  in  Township  24,  Range  23,  west  of  the 
6th  meridian,  and  Pavilion  Indian  Reserves  Num¬ 
bers  3a  and  4  in  Township  21,  Range  27,  west 
of  the  6th  meridian,  all  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  : 

And  whereas  the  lands  covered  by  these  reserves 
were,  surveyed  and  set  aside  for  Indians  prior  to 
the  1st  August,  1930,  the  date  of  the  transfer  of 
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the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  and  had  been  improved  and  used  by  Indians 
for  many  years  previously : 

And  whereas  section  13  of  the  British  Columbia 
Natural  Resources  Agreement,  dated  the  20tli  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1930,  reads  as  follows :  “  Nothing  in  this 
Agreement  shall  extend  to  the  lands  included  within 
Indian  reserves  in  the  Railway  Belt  and  the 
Peace  River  Block,  but  the  said  reserves  shall 
continue  to  be  vested  in  Canada  in  trust  for  the 
Indians  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  out  in  a 
certain  order  of  the  Governor-General  of  Canada 
in  Council  approved  on  the  third  day  of  February, 
1930  (P.C.  208)”: 

And  whereas  the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the 
3rd  February,  1930  (P.C.  208),  confirmed  an  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  representatives  of  the  Depart¬
